RAYMOND  K.  CONLEY,  JR. 


This  1993  Sandwich  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  Ray  Conley  in 
appreciation  of  his  dedicated  service  to  the  town,  the  state  and  the  country. 

Originally  from  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  Ray  graduated  from 
Springfield  College.  He  came  to  Sandwich  in  1953,  a  year  which  had  a 
major  impact  on  his  life.  A  navy  pilot  in  the  Pacific  in  World  War  n,  he 
was  called  back  to  serve  in  the  Korean  conflict.  In  October  of  '53,  he  was 
the  copilot  of  a  patrol  bomber  which  had  a  malfunction  and  crashed  tail 
first  into  St.  George's  Bay  off  the  coast  of  Bermuda.  There  were  ten  on 
board.  Ray  was  one  of  six  survivors  but  he  suffered  a  severe  spinal  injury. 
After  two  years  of  hospitalization,  Ray  returned  to  Springfield  College  for 
graduate  study  in  rehabilitation  counseling.  In  1956,  he  became  a  District 
Supervisor  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  in  New  Hampshire  and  also  the 
1  President  of  the  Paralyzed  Veterans  of  America.  He  was  the  Executive 
;  Director  of  the  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  from  1958  to  1970. 


Ray  was  elected  to  the  N.H.  House  of  Representatives  in  1970,  where 
he  was  very  much  involved  with  environmental  issues  for  eight  years.  He 
also  chaired  the  committee  which  rewrote  the  state  election  laws,  the  first 
time  that  had  been  done  in  70  years.  In  1978,  he  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  where  he  spearheaded  current  use  and  environmental  legislation. 
He  served  until  1982,  rising  to  the  post  of  Majority  Leader.  During  this 
time,  Ray  was  also  responsible  for  the  N.H.  White  House  Conference  for 
People  with  Disabilities  and  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Disabilities. 
He  continues  to  serve  as  chairman  of  that  commission.  For  20  years,  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  National  Forest  Advisory  Committee. 

It  was  in  1972  that  Ray  brought  his  public  service  talents  to  Sandwich 
when  he  was  elected  Selectman.  In  this  office,  he  was  instrumental  in  the 
organization  of  our  Conservation  Commission,  the  building  of  our  town 
highway  facility,  the  organization  of  our  nursing  association,  the 
acquisition  of  the  Chapman  Bird  Sanctuary,  and  the  protection  of  the 
Sandwich  Notch  area.  He  was  also  a  member  of  our  Planning  Board. 

Ray  and  his  wife,  Ruth,  who  he  met  in  that  memorable  year  of  1953, 
have  had  40  years  of  enjoyment  at  their  Partridge  Rock  farm  on  Range 
Road.  May  they  have  many,  many  more  good  years  together  in  Sandwich 
content  in  the  knowledge  that  Ray  Conley's  valuable  contributions  have 
made  the  town,  the  state  and  the  country  a  better  place  to  live.

SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT:  1993 


The  Special  Town  Meeting  on  September  15,  1993  approved  the 
acquisition  of  land  abutting  the  Town  Beach  from  Denley  Emerson.  The 
land  south  of  the  proposed  right  of  way  has  been  deeded  to  the  Alfred 
Quimby  Fund  as  part  of  their  participation  in  the  purchase.  They  paid 
$25,000  for  this,  and  contributed  another  $30,000  toward  the  Town's 
purchase  price.  As  authorized  by  the  Special  Town  meeting,  the  Town  has 
borrowed  an  additional  $61,250  for  the  balance  repayable  over  5  years. 
The  Alfred  Quimby  Fund  will  aimually  contribute  $5,000  plus 
proportional  interest  to  assist  in  repayment  of  this  debt.  It  became 
apparent  that  more  space  for  parking  would  be  needed  when  the  new  road 
was  built,  since  no  parking  would  be  allowed  along  the  new  road.  There 
will  also  be  more  room  for  people.  Further  study  will  be  done  regarding  a 
possible  small  boat  launch  on  the  new  land. 

Unforseen  delays  to  the  completion  of  the  Squam  Lake  Road  relocation 
included  the  need  for  archeological  testing  and  review  and  settlement  with 
the  other  landowners  affected.  We  trust  that  1994  will  conclude  this. 

The  Landfill  Closure  Plan  is  being  reviewed  toward  making  a  new 
application.  Based  on  the  strictest  reading  of  the  requirements,  the  closure 
would  cost  much  more  than  the  funds  on  hand,  particularly  considering  the 
long  term  monitoring  costs.  The  tests  of  the  leachate  at  the  site  have  never 
shown  any  problein  contaminents,  and  have  improved  over  time.  We  feel 
that  we  don't  need  a  gilt-edged  plan,  and  will  submit  a  more  practical 
response. 

After  many  fits  and  starts  and  contractor's  bankruptcy,  the  new  bridge 
and  culvert  were  completed  on  The  Loop  off  of  Bennett  Street.  Rock 
riprap  on  the  exposed  banks  and  the  much  larger  discharge  under  the  new 
bridge  should  alleviate  the  overflow  and  potential  washout  hazard. 

There  was  much  discussion  and  a  pubUc  meeting  to  consider  semi- 
annual tax  billing.  The  informal  poll  at  town  meeting  sessions  in  March 
showed  approval  but  no  action  was  taken.  The  Selectmen  have  decided  to 
bring  it  to  a  vote  at  the  1994  Town  Meeting. 

A  plaque  recognizing  the  contributors  of  funds  for  the  Town  Hall 
renovations  has  been  placed  in  the  foyer  as  a  permanent  record.  We  thank 
the  Committee,  which  has  disbanded,  after  many  years  of  hard  work. 
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There  has  been  a  moisture  problem  at  the  Town  Hall  was  partially 
responsible  for  the  peeling  paint.  Ventilation  was  determined  to  be  part  of 
the  cure,  so  new  windows  have  been  placed  in  the  foundation  and 
ventilation  fans  were  installed  in  the  attic.  This  will  also  aid  in  reducing 
excess  heat  in  the  auditorium  for  summer  use.  A  drain  was  installed  in  the 
deep  crawl  space  to  reduce  the  water  level.  With  its  new  coat  of  paint,  we 
have  a  beautiful  building  of  which  to  be  proud. 

The  Red  Hill  Pond  dam  was  inspected  by  the  State  and  the  Committee 
on  May  12.  Corrections  need  to  be  made  because  of  tree  growth  and 
beaver  activity.  As  a  flood  might  damage  the  Fairgrounds  Road  bridge, 
the  State  will  not  upgrade  the  "A"  rating.  The  Selectmen  are  not  yet  ready 
to  recommend  that  theTown  take  ownership. 

The  U.S.  Forest  Service  has  installed  signs  at  the  entrances  to  the 
National  Forest  along  the  Sandwich  Notch  Road  which  note  the  historic 
significance  of  the  road. 

The  Summer  School  program  was  funded  in  full  this  year,  using 
accumulated  income  from  the  Marjorie  Thompson  fund.  The  income  is 
now  used  up.  Future  income  can  partially  finance  this  program  in  the 
future,  but  other  sources  and/or  a  fee  schedule  will  be  needed  to  continue 
it. 

The  Taylor  Home  which  owns  the  new  houses  on  Spokesfield 
Common  has  asked  to  be  excused  from  real  estate  taxes  because  of  what 
they  claim  is  their  non-profit,  charitable  status.  Current  State  Law  and 
court  decisions  require  the  property  to  be  used  for  charitable  purposes  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  such  an  exemption.  The  Selectmen  ruled  that  the 
Taylor  Home  did  not  qualify  and  were  thus  liable  for  taxes,  the  same  as 
any  person  or  business.  No  taxes  were  paid,  so  they  were  put  through  the 
Tax  Collector's  lien  procedure  along  with  all  other  unpaid  taxes.  The 
Taylor  Home  has  filed  suit  to  contest  our  decision.  Court  appearance  is 
scheduled  for  September,  1994. 

Handicapped  access  to  the  Town  Hall  is  being  reviewed. 
Modifications  to  the  restrooms  and  a  mechanism  for  wheelchair  transport 
upstairs  are  part  of  what  would  be  needed. 
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The  Amos  Tuck  School  (Dartmouth)  has  a  program  whereby  MBA 
candidates  study  and  make  proposals  for  projects.  Sandwich  engaged  a 
team  to  review  our  solid  waste  disposal  and  recycling  efforts.  This  report 
contains  options  for  future  consideration  and  will  help  us  with  bid 
proposals  and  contract  negotiations.  Our  current  trash  hauling  contract 
expires  the  end  of  March,  1994.  Specifications  are  being  put  out  to  bid 
which  will  involve  the  use  of  a  compactor  at  considerable  savings  to  the 
Town. 

An  ordinance  concerning  house/building  numbering  was  discussed  at  a 
hearing  on  August  30.  If  there  are  to  be  any  substantive  changes  a  new 
hearing  will  be  held  before  adoption.  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to 
adopt  a  new  Town  Map  showing  street  names.  A  list  of  names  will  be 
published  for  inspection  in  January. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  all 
our  loyal  employees  and  volunteer  members  of  the  boards,  committees 
and  cominissions  and  all  of  the  other  elected  officials  who  so  ably  fulfill 
their  responsibilities  to  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  Many  thanks  for  your 
work  and  time.

The  second  session  of  Town  Meeting  was  convened  at  the  Sandwich 
Central  School  on  March  10.  Moderator  Robert  J.  Rowan  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  7:30  PM.  Erin  Olafsen  led  the  salute  to  the  flag, 
followed  by  the  invocation  given  by  Rev.  Marshall  Davis.  The  Moderator 
made  the  following  announcements:    No  smoking  in  the  building;  advised 
the  location  of  emergency  exits  and  rest  rooms;  stated  that  the  meeting 
was  not  run  by  Robert's  Rules  but  by  the  following  Rules: 

A.  Anyone  wishing  to  make  a  motion,  seconding  a  motion  or  wishing  to 
speak  on  an  article  must  first  be  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  B.  All 
speakers  mjast  address  the  Moderator,  there  will  be  no  cross  floor  debates. 
C.  When  recognized,  stand  and  state  name  when  making  or  seconding  a 
motion.  D.  Voting  will  be  by  voice  vote.  Yeas-affirmative,  Nayes- 
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negative,  if  the  outcome  is  not  clear  then  a  re  vote  by  show  of  hands  will  be 
conducted.  E.  Seven  voters  may  challenge  the  declared  vote  on  any 
Article  before  the  next  Article  is  brought  up,  then  a  secret  ballot  must  be 
held.  F.  If  a  secret  ballot  is  desired  on  any  Article,  a  written  request 
signed  by  five  registered  voters  is  required  and  is  presented  to  the 
Moderator  at  any  time  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  Article.  G.  Any  Article 
may  be  legally  amended.  Each  amendment  will  be  discussed 
independently,  and  acted  upon  before  the  Article  is  called.  H.  A  motion 
to  reconsider  an  Article  must  be  made  before  the  next  Article  is  taken  up. 
I.  Only  registered  voters  of  the  Town  may  speak  the  questions,  non-voters  \ 
may  speak  only  after  the  Moderator  holds  the  meeting  and  hears  no 
opposition.  J.  Only  registered  voters  may  vote.  K.  The  Moderator  can 
be  over-ruled  by  a  simple  majority.  Any  challenger  will  be  recognized 
and  no  second  is  required.  The  challenger  has  the  right  to  state  his  or  her 
reasons  for  the  challenge.  That  includes  any  rule  just  read  unless  it  is 
governed  by  an  RS  A  statute.  State  law,  that  cannot  be  over-ruled  but  any 
decision  of  the  Moderator  can  be  over-ruled. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  the  Sandwich  Central  School  PTO  will  be 
serving  coffee  and  donuts  at  the  back  of  the  gym  during  the  meeting. 
Contributions  will  be  appreciated.  He  pointed  out  the  placement  of  a  map 
on  the  gym  wall  showing  the  relocation  of  the  Squam  Lake  Road  by  the 
Town  Beach  and  the  proposed  land  purchase  from  Denley  Emerson.  Also 
on  this  wall  -  the  elementary  school  children  have  drawn  pictures  of  some 
of  their  ideas  for  the  use  of  an  expanded  beach  area. 

Before  going  onto  Article  3  he  announced  he  had  a  procedural  duty  to 
perform.  State  law  requires  that  14  days  prior  to  the  date  of  meeting,  not 
counting  the  day  of  meeting  nor  date  of  posting,  the  Town  Warrant  and 
Budget  be  posted  at  two  public  places,  which  it  was,  in  a  timely  fashion. 
A  mistake  in  location  of  moneys  in  the  revenue  section  of  the  budget  was 
noticed  about  a  week  after  it  was  posted.  To  make  it  correct  a  figure  was 
taken  from  land  use  change  tax  and  put  into  yield  tax,  the  amount  did  not 
change  nor  did  the  bottom  line  change.  The  Moderator  checked  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  and,  because  the  change  was  not  significant,  only  an 
editorial  correction,  it  was  felt  at  State  level  if  the  Town  Meeting  body 
would  accept  the  budget  with  the  change  the  matter  would  be  legally 
corrected.  If  it  is  not  accepted  the  meeting  will  continue  but  any  future 
court  cases  could  be  affected  as  it  is  a  technicahty.  He  asked  for 
unanimous  acceptance  of  the  revised  posted  budget.  A  voice  vote  was 
taken  and  there  was  dissension.  With  that  dissension  the  Town  could  be 
liable  if  someone  were  to  take  the  Town  to  court.  Denley  Emerson  made  a 
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motion  to  reconsider  the  vote,  James  Mykland  seconded  and  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  revised  budget.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31 ,  1993,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general 
purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Coinmission  conducted  a  full  monthly  schedule  of 
meetings  this  year.  Meeting  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7:30.  I 
thank  everyone  who  attended  for  their  involvement  and  efforts. 

We  continued  our  support  of  the  5  days  of  Sandwich  summer 
Conservation  Education  program.  This  program  is  for  10  to  12  year  olds. 
In  1994  we  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  for  the  increased  number  of  children 
in  this  age  group.  Our  thanks  to  White  Sylvania  Trust,  Bearcamp  Valley 
Garden  Club,  private  donors  as  well  as  the  Town  for  their  support. 

A  successful  household  hazardous  waste  collection  was  held.  We  urge 
everyone  to  turn  in  any  hazardous  waste  at  this  free  summer  collection. 

In  the  area  of  Wetlands  Board  Applications  and  Notifications  we  are 
working  on  education  and  normal  inspections.  Two  members  of  the 
Commission  attended  a  state  association  training  meeting.  The 
Notification  process  for  Forestry  activities  has  been  streamlined  (and  the 
fee  reduced)  by  making  it  part  of  the  Intent  to  Cut;  an  explanation  is  on 
file  at  the  Town  Hall  with  the  Intent  to  Cut  forms. 

We  have  obtained  a  computer  produced  map  of  the  Town  showing 
wetlands  and  water  areas.  This  may  be  viewed  in  the  Town  office.  Any 
earthwork  occurring  in  the  areas  shown  whether  the  wetland  is  natural  or 
man  made,  requires  a  permit,  work  in  ether  areas  may  require  a  permit. 
We  also  inspected  and  made  recommendations  on  the  various  permit 
applications  filed.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  the  Wetlands  Act 
contact  a  member  of  the  Commission. 

An  effort  has  begun  to  provide  a  Surficial  Geology  map  of  the 
Bearcamp  River  trail.  This  will  serve  as  a  useful  guide  as  well  as  accurate 
map  of  the  trail.  Joe  Upson  is  working  on  this,  questions  and  offers  of 
assistance  should  be  directed  to  him. 

Our  thanks  to  the  Selectman  and  the  entire  Town  Hall  office  staff  for 
their  efforts  this  past  year.

The  total  number  of  calls  the  Department  responded  to  this  past  year 
increased  by  1 8  %  which  again  is  a  record.  The  only  type  of  calls  that  'f 

showed  a  decrease  were  false  alarms  and  service  calls.  Search/Rescue  and  ^' 
Medical  Emergencies  still  represent  about  54%  of  all  calls,  about  the  same 
as  last  year. 

We  continue  to  urge  you  to  have  your  chimney  flues  checked  and  I 

cleaned  at  least  once  a  year  and  more  often  if  burning  wood  continuously.    ' 
We  responded  to  six  chimney  fires  this  past  year.  Please  report  these  fires 
promptly  since  they  can  have  serious  results. 

The  Department  members,  along  with  a  crew  from  Stewart's 
Ambulance  Service  put  on  a  half  day  program  at  the  Elementary  School 
this  Fall  as  part  of  Fire  Prevention  Week.  The  program  was  conducted  in 
the  various  classes  where  the  children  could  see  what  the  Firefighters  look 
like  in  full  turnout  gear  as  well  as  have  explained  what  our  jobs  are, 
including  medical  emergency  responses.  Some  of  the  questions  asked  by 
the  children  were  very  good.  We  all  felt  the  program  was  very  well 
received  and  we  plan  more  of  this  type  of  program. 

Several  of  our  rescue  squad  members  have  taken  instructor  courses  and 
have  been  certified  as  CPR  and  first  aid  instructors.  We  will  be  offering 
courses  to  the  public  in  these  subjects  during  the  coming  year.  Any  group 
interested,  please  contact  any  Department  member  or  the  Town  Office. 

The  Department  was  very  disappointed  to  have  had  the  request  to 
purchase  a  new  pumper/tanker  turned  down  at  the  March  Town  Meeting. 
This  unit  was  a  scheduled  replacement  for  the  3 1  year  old  International 
pumper  at  Whiteface  Station  which  is  not  in  good  condition. 

This  past  year  Walter  Forbes,  son-in-law  of  Sandwich's  first  Fire  Chief 
Ry vers  Ainger,  retired  from  active  membership  after  45  years  of  faithful 
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service.  Walt  continues  on  as  retired  member  of  the  Department.  Many 
thanks  Walt! 

We  continue  to  urge  everyone  to  have  at  least  one  smoke  detector  in 
the  sleeping  area  of  each  house  and  to  replace  the  batteries  at  least  once  a 
year.  It  continues  to  be  a  proven  fact  that  most  fire  deaths  occur  in  homes 
with  no  operational  smoke  detectors.  Also  a  good  fire  extinguisher  or  two 
can  prove  to  be  a  blessing  if  a  small  fire  occurs.  It  is  most  important  to 
immediately  call  for  assistance  when  a  fire  occurs  and  to  vacate  the 
premises  promptly. 

The  Department  continues  to  need  additional  members  for  both 
firefighting  and  the  rescue  squad.  Anyone  interested  can  contact  any 
Department  member  or  the  Town  Office. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members,  the  Sirens,  the  Selectmen,  the 
Highway  and  Police  Departments  and  last  but  not  least  the  community  for 
their  support  this  past  year.

During  the  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of 
these  wildfires  were  campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and 
debris  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but 
ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  11)  requires  that,  "No 
person,  finn  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or 
bum  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  pennit 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to_  be  done/' 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  11  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in 
many  fire  prevention  programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating 
Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest 
Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the 
fire  prevention  message  -  "Remember... Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest 
fires.  Fire  prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool. 
Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire 
safe  year.

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HEALTH  OFFICER 


In  1993  we  again  enjoyed  a  year  free  of  infectious  threats  to  the  public 
health.  At  the  request  of  a  landowner  I  obtained  specifications  and 
regulations  relevant  to  the  construction  of  a  pit  privy.  During  the  summer 
a  question  arose  over  abnomial  water  quality  tests  picked  up  in  routine 
monitoring  of  town  swimming  areas.  However  the  abnormalities  proved 
to  be  transient,  and  were  not  caused  by  a  fixed  source  of  pollution,  but  by 
run-off  during  a  period  of  unusually  heavy  rains.  There  was  no  danger  to 
swimmers  and  no  need  to  close  our  favorite  cooling  off  spots. 

Town  Health  Officers  are  required  to  provide  accurate  infonnation  and 
make  important  decisions  in  specialties  ranging  from  septic  engineering 
and  environmental  assessment,  to  epidemiology,  to  social  services,  to  law. 
Since  most  of  us  do  not  possess  the  required  expertise  personally,  an 
essential  role  is  played  by  the  state  professionals  who  are  available  when 
we  have  questions.  Therefore,  the  state's  new  program  to  improve  support 
for  local  health  officers  is  welcome  indeed.  A  tangible  example  of  this 
program  was  the  seminar  I  attended  this  fall,  focusing  on  common  public 
health  issues  such  as  septic  standards,  water  quahty  and  radon,  which  was 
organized  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health  Services,  and 
provided  at  no  cost  to  the  town.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

1993  came  and  went  quickly.  This  past  year  was  spent  on  several 
small  projects.  Several  weeks  were  spent  cutting  brush  and  small  trees 
throughout  the  Quaker  Neighborhood. 

A  small  section  of  Foss  Flats  Road  was  rebuilt  using  650  cu.  yds.  of 
gravel  plus  100  tons  cold  patch  with  mc800  sealing.  Shoulder  work  was 
done  on  Taylor  Road  and  Coolidge  Road.  Ditching  was  done  on 
Cleveland  Hill  Road  and  Foss  Flats.  The  Loop  Road  bridge  was 
completed  this  past  summer,  finished  on  time  and  below  budget,  giving 
the  Town  a  very  attractive  bridge  very  much  like  the  bridges  in  Sandwich 
Notch. 

Range  Road  has  been  on  the  list  to  be  reconstructed  from  the  Lake 
Road  to  the  end  of  the  tar  by  the  Conley  residence.  This  project  is  waiting 
for  the  Lake  Road  reconstruction  to  be  completed  by  the  State  DOT, 
enabling  us  to  blend  Range  Road  into  the  new  Lake  Road. 

Driveways  were  plowed  nine  times  December  '92  to  December  '93. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department;  John,  Bill, 
Ken,  Roger  and  Tim  for  their  continued  loyalty.  I  also  want  to  thank  the 
Selectmen  for  their  continued  support  and  Joanne  for  her  assistance.

LAND  TRUST  COMMITTEE 


The  Land  Trust  Cominittee  proudly  opened  the  Bearcamp  River  Trail 
during  Old  Home  Week  in  August  1993.  The  trail  is  the  longest  new  trail 
built  in  the  White  Mountain  area  in  several  decades  and  it  may  be  the  first 
major  river  greenway  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  14-mile  trail  stretches  across  the  Town  of  Sandwich  from  Beede 
Falls  in  Sandwich  Notch  east  along  the  river,  around  Bearcamp  Pond  and 
down  the  river  into  South  Tamworth. 

More  than  60  volunteers,  aged  8  to  80,  worked  to  clear  the  trail,  blaze 
its  route,  and  put  up  signs.  Thirteen  landowners  helped  to  lay  out  the  trail 
across  their  lands.  The  trail  crosses  10  privately  managed  tree  farms  and 
six  parks,  wildlife  preserves  and  conservation  areas.  It  follows  six 
unpaved  Town  roads  and  visits  dozens  of  historic  sites.  Hundreds  of 
hikers  enjoyed  the  trail  this  year. 

The  committee  will  continue  to  work  on  the  trail  in  1994,  completing 
trail  easements  with  landowners  and  building  a  few  more  bridges.  Trail 
crew  volunteers  will  be  needed  early  this  spring. 

In  other  work,  the  committee  continued  monitoring  some  2,000  acres 
of  lands  protected  by  conservation  easements  held  by  the  Town.  Again, 
volunteers  played  an  important  role  in  helping  the  committee  walk  these 
beautiful  lands  with  landowners. 

With  regret,  the  Land  Trust  Committee  is  accepting  the  resignations  of 
two  key  members.  Lib  Crooker  and  Rose  DeMars,  founding  members  of 
the  committee  in  1987,  both  were  instrumental  in  our  success  protecting 
Red  Hill  Pond,  the  McCrillis  Trail  and  the  Cook  Fann. 

Elizabeth  Crooker  served  as  the  chief  planner  and  volunteer 
coordinator  for  the  Bearcamp  River  Trail.  Only  Lib  knows  how  to  get  60 
people  interested  in,  even  excited  about,  cutting  a  14-mile  trail  through 
brush,  marsh  and  wilderness.  With  her  great  talent  for  organizing,  Lib 
gave  everyone  an  important  task  and  made  us  feel  like  team  members  in  a 
delightful  adventure.  Stepping  down  from  the  committee.  Lib  will 
continue  to  be  part  of  our  Bearcamp  River  Trail  Volunteers. 

Rose  DeMars  served  on  our  committee  as  our  chief  mapmaker.  The 
ten  conservation  easements  which  the  Town  now  owns  required  complex 
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maps  to  win  State  approval  and  funding.  Rose's  maps  won  Sandwich  top 
scores  in  stiff  competition  for  limited  State  funds.  Rose  will  continue  to 
help  as  one  of  our  Monitoring  Volunteers. 

The  Committee  cordially  invites  Sandwich  citizens  to  join  us.  We 
meet  monthly  to  plan  trail  work,  mapping  and  monitoring  projects  and  to 
discuss  land  protection  for  the  Town.  Two  subcommittees  on  Trails  and 
Monitoring  need  outdoor  enthusiasts  who  love  exploring  some  of  the  best 
kept  secrets  in  Sandwich.

PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  held  a  total  of  18  meetings  and  hearings  during  the 
year.  This  included  12  regular  monthly  meetings,  2  special  meetings,  1 
working  meeting  and  3  public  hearings.  It  considered  apphcations  for  9 
new  subdivisions,  4  boundary  hne  adjustments,  2  site  plan  reviews  and  4 
requests  for  consultation. 

The  Board  proposed  4  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  that  were 
approved  by  the  March  1993  Town  Meeting.  The  Subdivision  Regulations 
were  revised  on  July  7  to  reflect  the  Zoning  Ordinance  changes.  The 
Zoning  Ordinance  is  reviewed  armually  by  the  Board  and  changes  proposed 
if  there  are  serious  open  issues  or  evolving  needs  that  the  current  ordinance 
does  not  address.  Input  from  residents  is  always  encouraged.  One  amendment 
is  being  proposed  for  the  1994  Town  Meeting. 

The  1992  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Board  to  prepare  a  recommended 
program  of  municipal  capital  improvement  projects  for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
years.  An  initial  capital  improvements  program  was  established  by  year  end 
1992.  In  April  of  this  year,  Robert  Erb  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  1993 
Capital  Improvements  Program  Committee  to  update  and  extend  the  initial 
recommendations.  Also  representing  the  Board  were  John  Biggs  and  Patricia 
Merriman.  Selectman  Lee  Quimby,  Town  Treasurer  Len  Marino  and 
Richard  Papen,  from  the  community  at  large,  made  up  the  balance  of  the 
committee.  The  committee  had  several  meetings  with  town  boards  and 
departments  to  look  at  requests  for  capital  expenditures  through  the  year 
2000.  The  committee  did  a  comprehensive  review  of  capital  reserve  funds 
and  prepared  its  recommendations  so  as  to  minimize  year  to  year  fluctuations 
in  monies  to  be  raised  from  current  revenues.  In  fact  current  revenue 
requirements  decrease  in  their  plan  from  1997  on.  Their  report  was  presented 
in  October  and  accepted  by  the  Board. 

Officers  elected  for  the  year  were  Walter  Johnson,  Chairman;  Benjamin 
Bullard,  Vice-Chairman;  Phyllis  Olafsen,  Administrative  Secretary  and 
Alan  Nichols,  Recording  Secretary.  All  members  and  alternates  completing 
their  terms  in  1993  were  reappointed  to  the  Board. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board  to  implement  the  goals  of 
the  Master  Plan  and  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  The 
continuing  support  of  the  residents  and  the  cooperation  of  other  Town 
Boards  is  again  appreciated.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Sandwich  Police  Department  found  itself  involved  in  quite  a  few 
investigations  this  year  involving  abuse  and  domestic  violence  cases.  This 
seems  to  be  an  increasing  problem  around  the  area.  These  are  time 
consuming  investigations  and  require  thorough  investigation  if  a 
conviction  is  expected. 

In  recent  years  I  have  attended  several  schools  concerning  the 
investigations  of  child  physical  and  sexual  abuse.  The  most  recent  course 
was  put  on  by  the  Federal  Law  Enforcement  Training  Center,  Glynco, 
Georgia.  This  course  involved  investigative  techniques  and  interviews. 
The  courses  have  proven  very  valuable  to  me,  and  have  facilitated  the 
investigation  process.  I  also  attended  training  in  the  use  of  the  Rifle  in 
Law  Enforcement.  The  course  was  given  by  the  Police  Academy  and 
certified  me  as  an  instructor  on  this  topic. 

Officer  Burrows  has  attended  training  in  the  area  of  driving 
impairment.  He  attended  course  in  the  area  of  Horizontal  Gaze  and  DWI 
apprehension  techniques.  This  will  enhance  the  Department's  ability  to 
control  and  apprehend  impaired  drivers. 

Once  again  I  apphed  for  Federal  funding  for  motor  vehicle 
enforcement  patrols  and  received  a  grant  from  the  Highway  Safety 
Agency  to  pay  for  extra  patrols  concerning  speeding,  DWI,  and  other 
motor  vehicle  violations.  The  project  went  very  well  with  several  arrests 
and  summonses. 

Also  the  Department  was  asked  by  the  Forest  Service  to  assist  in  the 
patrol  of  the  Sandwich  Notch.  These  patrols  are  paid  for  by  the  Forest 
Service  and  start  in  June  and  end  in  October.  The  patrols  are  making  an 
impact;  there  were  fewer  arrests  this  year  than  last  year. 

Another  pleasant  item  to  report  is  that  burglaries  are  at  a  record  low.  I 
feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  aggressive  patrols  that  the  Department  has  been 
providing  and  the  watchful  eye  of  the  community.  The  reports  of 
suspicious  activity  by  the  community  pay  off.  Any  would-be  burglar 
knowing  that  someone  will  call  in  any  suspicious  activity  is  less  likely  to 
come  to  town  to  coimnit  his  crime.  So  keep  the  calls  coming. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  Officers  Burrows,  Stankatis,  Fullerton  and 
Priscilla  Seeley  for  their  work  in  the  past  year.  Also  to  the  New 
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Hampshire  State  Police  Troop  E  and  the  Carroll  County  Sheriffs 
Department  and  the  Sandwich  Fire  Department  for  their  assistance  during 
the  year. 

In  closing,  I  thank  the  community  for  the  support  and  assistance  you 
provide  to  the  Department,  all  which  makes  our  community  a  better  and 
safer  place  to  live.

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THE  SAMUEL  H.  WENTWORTH  LIBRARY 


The  Samuel  H.  Wentworth  Library  continues  to  flourish,  thanks  to  the 
generous  support  of  the  Sandwich  community. 

Two  major  upgrades  were  completed  in  the  physical  plant  area.  Last 
March  the  voters  appropriated  six  thousand  dollars  to  renovate  and 
insulate  the  walls  of  the  annex.  This  has  been  done  and  the  insulating 
factor  has  been  brought  up  to  R-14.  The  new  outside  battens  were  given 
two  coats  of  stain.  In  addition  a  new  one  horsepower  deep  well  pump  has 
been  installed  and  three  hundred  feet  of  galvanized  line  replaced  with 
plastic. 

The  Library  once  again  received  major  contributions  from  the  Arthur 
Heard  Trust  Fund  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  This  past  summer  the 
Woman's  Club  and  the  Friends  co-sponsored  an  historic  house  tour  and  a 
large  part  of  the  Friends  share  of  the  proceeds  was  donated  to  the  Library. 

Dick  Lyons  retired,  having  been  President  of  the  Friends  and  also  a 
member  of  the  book  selection  committee.  He  leaves  with  our  sincere 
gratitude  for  two  jobs  well  done.  It  is  because  of  the  commitment  and 
energy  of  people  like  Dick  that  our  Library  thrives.  We  are  also  happy  to 
welcome  Shelley  Gregoire  who  is  the  new  president  of  the  Friends,  Dick 
Allen  who  is  serving  on  the  book  selection  committee  and  Priscilla  Seeley, 
a  new  trustee. 

It  is  sad  to  relate  that  the  trustees  will  have  to  ask  the  town  for 
additional  monies  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  The  income  from  our  trust 
funds  continues  to  shrink  while  our  expenses  increase. 

The  trustees  are  currently  beginning  to  deal  with  the  problem  of 
drawing  plans  so  that  we  may  make  alterations  in  the  building  in  order  to 
conform  with  the  Americans  Disabilities  Act.  A  preliminary  schedule  of 
needs  and  costs  has  been  plotted  out  and  estimates  included  in  the  town's 
capital  funding  program. 

The  trustees  remain  grateful  for  the  support  rendered  by  the  volunteers 
as  well  as  the  librarians,  John  Perkins  and  M.F.  Hambrook  and  Dick 
Papen,  the  custodian.

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LIBRARIAN  S  REPORT 


1993  broke  all  circulation  records  at  the  Wentworth  Library  for  the 
sixth  year  in  a  row.  Circulation  increased  6%  for  the  year. 

The  Robert  Delgado  Memorial  Microcomputer  and  CD-ROM  unit 
made  reference  work  easier  in  1993,  beginning  in  January.  Readers  Guide 
to  Periodical  Literature  will  be  available  on  CD  in  1994.  The  wait  time  on 
Inter-Library  loan  requests  was  shortened  in  February  when  the  Library 
became  an  official  NH  State  Library  Van  destination. 

The  Library  provided  passes  to  the  Christa  McAuliffe  Planetarium  in 
Concord  and  the  Currier  Art  Gallery  in  Manchester  throughout  the  year. 
The  Planetarium  pass  admits  a  family  of  four  and  may  be  borrowed  for 
two  days.  The  Currier  pass  admits  two  and  may  be  borrowed  for  two  days. 

Two  building  projects  were  completed  this  year.  The  1971  addition  to 
the  Library  was  insulated  and  resided.  In  November  the  pipe  and 
submersible  pump  in  the  Library  well  were  replaced. 

The  Library  cosponsored  a  film  series  with  the  Tamworth  Arts  Council. 
Six  films  were  shown  in  the  Fall  at  the  Benz  Community  Center.  A 
Spring  Series  will  be  shown  Tuesday  nights  begiiming  February  8, 
featuring  six  comedies. 

The  Friends  and  the  Sandwich  Women's  Club  sponsored  a  House  Tour 
in  July  which  was  very  successful.  "Ketchup  on  Your  Reading"  was  the 
Library's  third  consecutive  summer  reading  incentive  program  for  kids. 

An  exhibit  of  paintings  by  Marcella  Winslow  was  presented  by  Robin 
Dustin  on  behalf  of  the  Sandwich  Historical  Society.  Mrs.  Winslow 
signed  copies  of  her  book.  Brushes  with  the  Literary. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  desk  volunteers  who  are  essential  to  the 
smooth  operation  of  the  Library.  They  are:  Dolly  Bryant,  Margaret 
Goodwin,  Sally  Kalette,  Janet  Laverack,  Dick  Lyons,  Tish  O'Neil,  Diane 
Booty,  Marcia  Allen,  Maud  Anderson  and  John  Dougherty.

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SEWER  COMMISSION 


Again  this  year  the  total  flow  remained  at  approximately  two  million 
gallons. 

We  have  corrected  the  infiltration  problems  along  Bean  Road  and 
Grove  Street  and  rebuilt  two  manholes  on  Grove  Street.  We  also  repaired 
a  faulty  pump  and  check  valve  at  the  Main  Street  station  and  bought  six 
meters  for  replacement  purposes. 

The  average  sewer  bill  reflected  a  decrease  in  fees.  We  hope  to 
maintain  the  decrease  again  next  year  and  help  our  rate  payers  through 
economically  lean  times. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Sandwich  Fire  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
supplying  water  under  pressure  to  clean  the  pump  chambers  while  repairs 
were  in  progress. 

We  remind  you  yet  again  that  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  system 
is  a  gross  violation  and  unfair  to  other  users.  Offenders  may  expect  to  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  We  also  remind  users  that  they  are  allowed  to 
place  sillcocks  before  meters  but  this  must  be  inspected  by  a 
Commissioner  after  installation.  We  would  also  like  to  remind  users  to 
ensure  proper  insulation  to  keep  the  meters  from  freezing.  Replacement  of 
damaged  tneters  will  cost  the  user  $125. 

And. ..please  continue  to  be  cautious  to  choose  soaps  and  cleaning 
products  that  are  low  in  phosphates  and  in  not  using  any  other 
inappropriate  substances  which  will  end  up  in  our  system.

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TAX  EXEMPTION/CREDITS/ORDINANCES 


TAX  CREDITS: 

Applications  for  the  following  permanent  property  tax  credits  must  be 
filed  by  April  15th. 

$  100  credit  for  veteran/veteran's  spouse/veteran's  widow 

$1400  credit  for  service  connected  total  and  permanent 
disability 

$1400  credit  for  widow  of  veteran  killed  or  died  on  active 
duty 

Total  tax  credit  for  double  amputee  or  parapalegic 

(Service  connected  credits  may  also  be  claimed  by  those  who  served  on 
active  duty  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  allies  if  they  were  citizens  of  the 
U.S.  at  the  time  of  their  entry  into  these  armed  forces  and  are  presently 
residents  of  N.H.) 


TAX  EXEMPTIONS: 

Exemptions  (deductions  from  assessed  valuation)  are 
available  for: 
Solar  energy  systems 
Woodheating  energy  systems 
Wind  powered  energy  systems 
Persons  who  are  legally  blind 
Elderly  property  owners:  subject  to  certain  age,  income 

and  asset  restrictions 
Owner/resident  of  property  modified  for  the  physically 
handicapped 
Current  Use  and  Conservation  Easements  also  result  in  a 
reduction  in  assessed  valuation.  Applications  for  current  use 
or  conservation  easement  exemptions  must  be  filed  by 
April  15th. 


TOWN  ORDINANCES:  (copies  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall) 
PARKING  ORDINANCE: 

Defines  the  parking  regulations  on  Routes  113  and  109  and  the 
intersections  on  Bean  Road  and  Church  Street. 

DOG  LEASH  LAW: 

Within  the  Town  of  Sandwich  dogs  must  be  kept  on  a  leash  or  be  under 
the  control  of  their  owner.  Yearly  licensing  of  dogs  is  required. 
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BEACH  ORDINANCES: 

Require  a  Town  Beach/Dump  sticker  for  use  of  the  Town  Beach  on  the 
Bean  Road,  the  Potholes  in  North  Sandwich  and  the  beach  at  Bearcamp 
Pond.  Times  of  use  and  conduct  are  also  regulated. 

DUMP/SOLID  WASTE  RECYCLING  CENTER  ORDINANCE: 

Recycling  requirements  are  listed.  Fines  are  imposed  if  these  are  not 
met.  A  beach/dump  sticker  is  required  for  use  of  the  solid  waste 
recycling  center. 

ALARM  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  registration  of  all  alarm  systems  with  the  Police  Department. 
Fines  are  imposed  for  excessive  false  alarms. 

PERMITS  are  required  for  parades  on  state  roads  and  for  raffles 
conducted  in  Town. 


Use  of  property  in  the  Town  is  regulated  by: 

ZONING  ORDINANCE,  SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS  AND  SITE 
PLAN  REVIEW: 

These  regulations  should  be  consulted  before  any  new  building  or 
remodeling  is  planned  and  before  changes  in  existing  ownership  of  land 
through  subdivision  or  boundary  Une  adjustment.  Topics  covered 
include  wetland  protection,  setbacks  from  lot  lines,  steep  slopes,  signs, 
septic  regulations  and  other  requirements. 

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  GUIDELINES: 

Within  the  Historic  District  certain  guidelines  apply  to  changes  in 
exteriors  of  buildings  and  use  of  land. 

EXCAVATION  ORDINANCE: 

Covers  gravel  pits  and  other  excavations  which  may  require  attention 
to  these  regulations  both  during  active  use  and  later,  when  inactive. 

BUILDING  PERMITS: 

Any  new  building  or  changes  to  an  existing  structure  require  a  building 
permit  if  the  amount  to  be  spent  exceeds  $2,000  or  when  construction  or 
reconstruction  violates  zoning  regulation  setbacks. 

A  state/federal  permit  is  required  for  projects  affecting  wetlands.
